1. A ball sliced or hooked into the 
rough shall be lifted and placed in 
the fairway at a point equal to the 
distance, it carried or rolled in the 
rough. Such veering> right or left 
frequently results from; friction 
between the face of the club and the 
cover of the ball, and the player 
should not be penalized for erratic 
behavior of the ball resulting from 
such uncontrollable mechanical 
phenomena. 

2. A ball hitting a tree shall be 
deemed hot to have hit the tree. 
Hitting a tree is simply bad luck and 
has no place in this scientific game.

Thus, Paul says plainly that 
matters of time and place and 
seemingly unimportant details v^ 
are fruit of inspiration. "All 
Scripture is. inspired by God..." 
This does not mean that every 
statement is equally important, 
but it does .mean that every 
statement is -equally -reliable. If 
the Bible says it happened, it 
happened, and it happened as 
described. The Bible is God- 
breathed and is therefore reliable 
in every thing it says.
